No money for blood _

Magen David Adom said last 
night that it will be forced to stop 
testing and providing blood to the 
hospitals within the next few days, 
because of the continuing attach- 
ment of its funds by the Treasury. 

In the middle of last month, the 
Treasury attached NIS 7.5 million 
of MDA funds because the organi- 
zation had failed to pay the income 
taxes deducted from its employees* 
gross pay. MDA maintains that the 
government owes it NIS 4.5 million 
in return for services it provided to 
the state hospitals and in accumulat- 
ed interest. MDA also claims that 
the Treasury attached its funds to

Researchers identify new ‘silent period’ in Aids 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter) - Scien- 
tists have identified a phase of Aids 
when the infection may enter ἃ “‘si- 
lent period” to confuse the patient’s 
immmme system, an intermational 
conference on the disease heard yes- 
terday. 

“In some patients, we have dis- 
covered silent periods when the vi- 
rus is not replicating,” said William 
Haseltine, a researcher with: the 
Harvard Medical School. 

“What happens is that the virus 
tums itself off and the body’s im- 
mune system skuts down. Then, lat- 
er, the virus springs back to life,” he 


said. 

According to the World Health 
Organization, 94,000 cases of Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome (Aids) have been identified 
worldwide. But the organization es- 
timates that between five and 10 
million people have been infected 
with the hiv virus which causes the 
disease.

major Iranian offensive 


BAHRAIN (Reuter) - Iraq said 
esterday it had inflicted its third 
ttlefield defeat on Iran within two 
months as Teheran unleashed its 
gunboats on Guif merchant shipping 
for the third time in four days. 

Baghdad said it crushed Iran's of- 
fensive after 19% hours of bitter 
fighting in stifling heat across the 
marshes of the Bubyan and Kut-al- 
Suwadi border posts in the Shalam- 
cheh district southeast of Basra. 
Tran said it killed or wounded more 
than 16,000 Lraqi troops and inflict- 
ed heavy damage on Baghdad's war 
mac! ie. 

Iraq admitted thar several hun- 
dred of its soldiers were killed out of 
10,000 men in the two divisions that 
faced the first phases of the Iranian 
assault. Baghdad said 5.000 Lranians 
bad been lalled or captured. 

Later yesterday, Iraq announced 
that it Jaunched a major offensive in 
the rugged mountains near the 
northeastern town of Sulaymaniyab 
yesterday and recaptured five stra- 


tegic border heights. The Iraqis used 
helicopter gunships, armour units 
and heavy artillery in the offensive 
code-named Mohammed Rasoulu- 
Allah (Prophet Mohammed Mes- 
senger of Gad). 

As Iraqi troops dug in around 
their recaptured positions yester- 
day, three Iranian gunboats at- 
tacked a Singaporean-flag tanker 
Neptune Subaru with rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades in the sortkern 
Gulf. 9 

Western diplomatic sources in the 
Gulf said that Iraq's swift recapture 
of territory lost to Iran during Mon- 
day's Beit-al-Moqaddas-7 (Jerus3- 
lem-7) offensive at Shalamcheh was 
“another blow to [ranian prestige. 

“Iran was trying to show it was 
still capable of mounting ἃ serious 
assault against Iraq,” a-Gulf-based 
military source said. ‘The Iranian 
assault seemed to have gone well in 
its early stages, but rapidly ran out 
of steam.” 


Kandahar battle hampers 
Soviet Afghan withdrawal 


ISLAMABAD (AP) ~ The battle is 
on for Afghanistan's second-largest 
city, delaying a Soviet troop with- 
drawal from the area, Western dip- 
Jomatic sources said Tuesday. 

The sources said Moslem insur- 
gents have penetrated the defences 
of Kandahar, a provincial capital 
460 km. southwest of Kabul. Fight- 
ing there and at the Afghan army 
garrison at Spin Buldak, 100 km. 
southeast near the Pakistan border, 
has delayed the Soviets’ pullout 
from Kandahar province and fuelled 
speculation they may reinforce with 
additional] troops. 

However, the sources said Mos- 
cow’s overall withdrawal from the 
country was proceeding, with con- 
voys fast weekend heading north 
through Kabul! from the eastern gar- 
risons of Ghazni and Gardez. They

the Oxus River into the Soviet 
Union since the pullout began on

Guerrilla leaders, based in Paki- 
stan, announced plans two weeks 
ago for a coordinated offensive on 
Kandahar. 

Reports on the fighting have been 
spotty, but mujahideen insurgents 
and Western diplomats say guerril- 
las have taken most of the district 
hi warters surrounding the city. 
One diplomatic source said mujahi-

The sources said guerrillas have 
shown the same prowess in pene- 
trating the fortress-like defenses of 
Kabul.

Yoram Dinstein: Only 25,000 Jews waiting for permission to leave the USSR 


Expert calls on Soviet Jewry campaigners to correct their ‘facts’ 


j By DAVID HOROVITZ 
lerusalem Correspondent 
LONDON - Tel Aviv University 
Human Rights specialist Yoram 
Dinstein has dismissed as “wildly 
inaccurate” the 375,000 figure wide- 
ly touted by Soviet Jewry campaign- 
ers as the number of Jews awaiting 
permission to emigrate from the 
USSR. 

Speaking here Monday night, on 
his return from last week's Moscow 


law conference, Dinstein. a profes- 
sor of international law. said that 
perestroika was blowing “winds of 
change” through Soviet officialdom. 
und that the authorities were now 
confronting issues they had previ- 
ously sought to skirt. 

In view of this new pragmatism. 
said Dinstein. campaigners had to 
present the Soviets with facts. And 
the fact was that the 375,000 figure 
was wildly inaccurate, representing 


the total number of visa applications 
since 1970. Many of those applicants 
had cither died, changed their minds 
or been granted permission to leave, 
he said. 

Dinstein preferred a figure of 
25,000. This represented the 37,000 
who had applied to leave since Janu- 
ary 1987, minus the 12,000 granted 
permission to leave since then. 

The professor had no doubts that 
his own difficulties in getting to 


Moscow — and those of other Israeli 
and British delegates — resulted 
from the interference of those op- 
posed to perestroika, seeking ‘to 
scupper the human rights session 
which he addressed. 

He believed that only the direct 
intervention of British Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Geoffrey Howe had se- 
cured the visas. But, said Dinstein, 
once in the Soviet Union he was 
invited to numerous receptions and 


gatherings. and warmly welcomed 
wherever he went. 


Some of the British Jewish law- 
yers who also attended the confer- 
‘ence were less impressed by Soviet 
goodwill. 

Jonathan Arkush questioned Din- 
stein's figures on would-be emi- 
grants, noting that 2,000 applicants 
were refused on the grounds of se- 
crecy, with the average time in re- 


fusal now a record nine years. He 
added that children and even grand- 
children of those refused on this pre- 
text were now having their applica- 
tions turned down as well. ᾿ 

Dinstein said, however, that it 
had been announced near the end of 
the conference παι Ὁ new bill cur- 
rently being drafted would put a 
five-year limit on “secrecy” refus- 
als. “We'll have to wait and see 
whether it becomes law.” he said.

Inmates at Ansar 3 on the Egyptian border. . 
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Civil rightists regret lack of reading material for Ansar 3 inmates

KETZIOT - Officials of the Ansar 3 
detention camp this week turned 
down a request to allow inmates 
personal newspaper subscriptions, 
but expressed willingness to allow 
more newspapers and books into the 
camp. 

Attorney Tamar Peleg of the As- 
sociation for Civil Rights in Israel 
(Acri), who recently visited the 
camp. reported on Sunday that 
apart from a few books that arrived 
last week and the odd newspaper 
that arrives from time to time, there 
is virtually no reading material for 
the over 2,000 inmates. 


According to sources in the camp, 
most of the inmates have had no 
access to reading material since their 
arrival, while other IDF detention 
facilities, including the coastal Gaza 
Ansar 2 camp, have an ample supply 
of newspapers and even modest li- 
braries. 

Although Acri requests to pro- 
vide a number of individuals with 
daily newspaper subscriptions were 
denied, camp commander Tat-Aluf 
David Tzemah told Peleg that sub- 
scriptions for the camp's 12 barracks 
would be approved. Each barracks 
holds about 200 inmates. 

Four newspapers have been ap- 


proved by camp authorities: Ha’ar- 
ΕἸΣ, The Jerusalem Post, and the 
East Jerusalem dailies a/-Quds and 
a-Nahar. 

Donated books collected by Acri 
will be distributed in the camp after 
screening at the gate, Tzemah 
added. 

Tzemah also asked Acri for addi- 
tional forms for inmates who want 
to appeal on their own against ad- 
ministrative detention. A large 
number of detainees were prompted 
to appeal when they received the 
forms. printed by Acri in Hebrew 
and Arabic, prisoners" relatives said 
on Sunday. 


Mental health meet focuses 
on repercussions of uprising

The first day-long conference ot 
mental health professionals on the 
psychological fall-out of the Pales- 
tinian uprising in the territories, 
held in Jerusalem yesterday, attract- 
ed a capacity audience of 500 psy- 
chologists, psychiatrists and social 
workers. 

Some 50, including two keynote 
speakers, were Palestinians, and it 
was as such that the Israeli Arab 
participants, too, wished to be 
defined, 


Not an eyebrow was raised when 
Dr. Bemard Sabella, of the Univer- 
sity of Bethlehem, spoke of “our 
leaders, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization.” But Harvard- 
trained Dr. Najwa Makhoul noticed 
“open antagonism” after her re- 
marks on the late awakening to the 
uprising of Israel's medical 
professionals. 

And it was Nadera Kavorkian, 
originally of Haifa, and now a resi- 
dent of Jerusalem's Armenian 
Quarter, who won prolonged ap- 
ar by thanking the conference 

τ its attempt to understand “my 
people's struggle. We are all, Pales- 
-tinians and Israelis alike, the victims 
of this conflict.” 

Most of the 17 workshops, dealing 
with issues as varied as: changing 
moral values, the Holocaust and its 


influence on Israeli thinking, the 
problems of teenagers and of Pales- 
tinian and Israeli women, the 
dreams of Jewish and Arab chil- 
dren, and the dilemmas faced by 
reservists (this one led by war hero 
Yuval Neria), were closed to the 
press on the grounds that outsiders 
would prevent free discussion. 

Professional affiliations were not 
mentioned by the Israelis, all anx- 
ious not to involve their places of 
work, or any established profession- 
al organization, in what was widely 
agreed to be a controversial political 
gathering, no matter how profes- 
sionally oriented. 

Do mental health professionals 
have a right to enter the political 
arena, people kept asking, bothered 
that theirs is 8 profession in which 
effectiveness partly depends on 
maintaining strict privacy. 

The panel discussion that closed 
the conference gave a resoundingly 
affirmative answer: “We deal with 
people and = problems with and 
in society, and society-is organized 
ina political frareework: Keeping 
silent is as much a political state- 
ment as ours is.” was one of the 
statements made. Nor did anyone 
murmur at the parallel drawn with 
the silence and complicity of doctors 
and psychologists in Nazi Germany 
of the 1930s.

The randy dolphin 


DOLPHINS, the world's most on 
ing aquatic entertainers, may 
ΠῚ cue of the globe's randiest 


creatures. 

A study published in the current 
issue of the magazine Science. de- 
picts them in an astonishingly pro- 
miscuous light. 

Dolphins do not form long-term 
relationships; females mate with 
many males; young males appear to 
be both homosexual and heterosex- 
ual; animals are sexually mature al- 
most from birth; while doiphins 
have even been known to try to 
mount sailboats, the article states. 

As one dolphin expert put it, with 
commendable restraint: “The early 
development of sexual behaviour. 
many years before sexual maturity. 
ests that sex is quite important 
in the lives of these animals.” 
Such remarkable procréational 
athleticism is of more interest than 
mere titillation, however. For one 
thing, it implies that in the animal 
world large brains produce large 
sexual appetities as well as helping 
in the survival of a species. 

In addition, the promiscuity of 
dolphins has important implications 
when considering the other creature 
that is reckoned to be mankind's 
closest intellectual companion — the 
chimpanzee. They too share many 
of the prodigious sexual feats of the 
dolphin, with females mating with 
many males and with long-tern rela- 
tionships being unkown, for 
instance. 
Indeed some scientists have re- 
_. cently speculated that there are 
® close social similarities between the 
= dolphin and chimpanzee -- even if. in 
evolutionary terms, they are very 
& distant mammalian cousins. 
In fact, both creatures share a

The results were published in a re- 
cent issue of Harefuah, the journal 
of the Israel Medical Association. 

Obesity is defined as 20 per cent 
overweight (according to recognized 
charts, based on height and build) in 
men, and 25 per cent overweight in 
women. 

The 20 obese patients assigned to 


the family doctor were put through 
an extensive series of medical tests. 
including blood pressure, cholester- 
ol, triglycerides and sugar in the 
blood, and various urine tests. They 
were also given a physical exam and 
saw their doctor every two weeks for 
a talk and to check for progress in 
losing weight. 

Among the subjects discussed 
with the doctor were sexual and psy- 
chological problems and difficulties 
at work. The physicians also met 
with the spouse and children to talk 
about any stress or conflicts at 
home. Patients were advised to buy 
food strictly according to a shopping 
list, eat in a single room and not 
gobble snacks all over the house. 
and to put their cutlery down be- 
tween swallows. 

The 20 sent to a dietician were 
given a 1,200-calorie-a-day diet. 
They returned every three weeks to 
be weighed and to hear explanations 
about how to eat properly and 
change their dietary habits. 

None of the patients in the doc-

tors’ group dropped out: they lost a 


* significant amount of weight. with 


14 of them losing anywhere from 
four to 15 kilograms (six kg. was the 
ace weight loss) and keeping it 
off. 

But among the dietician group, 90 
per cent dropped out by the end of 
the year and the average weight loss 
was only 1.4 kg. One member of the 
group gained three kg. while only 
six people lost more than four and 
only one more than six. 

The Kupat Holim researchers 
concluded that talking individually 
with obese patients to find out 
what's bothering them (in addition 
to being overweight) is vital in re- 
ducing. as is helping the patient's 
relatives to provide emotional sup- 
port,

lems for bathers who have a history 
of perforated ear-drums, according 
to otolaryngologists Alberto Leiber- 
man and Mordechai Kraus of the 
Soroka Hospital in Beersheba. 
Writing in the /srael Journal of Med- 
ical Sciences. the two physicians pre- 
sented two cases of inner-ear prob- 
lems that occurred immediately af- 
ter bathing in the Dead Sea. 

One was a 58-year-old Dutch 
tourist who went to the lowest point 
on earth to alleviate his psoriasis. 


While floating on his back in the ἡ 


water. he suddenly felt dizziness, 
nausea and vomiting, heard ringing 
in his ears but little else. He was 
treated at Soroka after a very small 


tear in his ear-drum was found. A. 
month later, his hearing had re- 
tured to normal. 2 

The second case was ἃ 55-year-old 
American tourist who had similar 
symptoms after bathing in the sea. 
He had suffered an ear-drum perfor- 
mation 20 years before, but al- 
though it had healed, some of the 
very salty water had penetrated and 
caused the symptoms. He too recov- 
ered in a few weeks. 

The doctors explain that even if 
the eardrum healed long ago, the 
high osmotic pressure of salt water 
can produce a new perforation, so 
exposure to Dead Sea water for.such 
cases should be avoided. Pes 


LESS DEADLY stains of the Aids 
virus have been discovered -- a de- 
velopment scientists hope will lead 
to a better understanding of how 


Aids attacks the body. The new 
Strains, isolated from the blood of 
Aids patients in the Ivory Coast and 
Senegal, were of the HIV-2 type of 
Aids virus, the strain prevalent in 
West Africa.

Unconventional cures 


SOME PATIENTS secking cures at 
the unorthodox Olive Garvey Cen- 
tre for Improvement of Humaa 
Functioning could be in for a sur- 
prise ~ no bill. 

The centre, which offers uncon- 
ventional treatments based mainly 
on nutrition, has begun a clinical 
Tesearch programme to treat at least 
1,000 patients with long-term, non- 
acute illnesses who have not been 
helped by other methads. “Instead 
of paying for their treatment.” said 
centre director Hugh Riordan, 
“participants will only be asked to 
donate {money] to further research 
for a period of six years based upon 
how well they do and their capacity 
to {pay].” If they do not benefit, 


they don't have to give a cent. he 
said. 

Since it was established 12 years 
ago, more than 8.000 people have 
checked into the centre seeking 
remedies for ailments ranging from 
persistent headaches and rashes to 
fatigue and depression. Treatment 
usually involves a combination of 
vitamins, exercise and counselling. 

Riordan said he hopes informa- 
tion gleaned from the 1.000 partici- 
pants in the research programme 
will provide scientific proof that 
“wellness” concepts work. ‘We 
view ourselves as the Sherlock 
Holmes of the medical profession in 
relation to chronic disease,” Rior- 
don said, “while other doctors are 
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like Scotland Yard — prestigious but 
less effective in certain cases.” 

“If he can get a thousand people 
and monitor them over a significant 
period of time. he will establish 
credibility,” said E.P. Donatelle, a 
family practitioner . 

Although Riordon claims a high 
success rate, insurance companies 
generally have been sceptical. “We 
can’t base payment on the basis of 
whether the patient is heiped. but 
whether the doctor provided all of 
the appropriate care for the pa- 
tient,” said Graham Bailey, product 
development and public communi- 
cations director for Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield in Kansas, a major insurance 
provider. (Reuter)

THE VERY moment Klaus Tenn- 
stedt raised his arms to start the 
overture we were confronted with a 
transformed orchestra willing and 
eager to follow the great maestro to 
his world of inspiration, inventive- 
ness and interpretative greatness. 
Regrettably, the soloist was un- 
able to reach the lofty heights 
achieved by Tennstedt. She played 
nicely but not remarkably. . 


The event of the evening and un- 
doubtedly one of the great climaxes 
of the whole season, which is ap- 
proaching its end, was Tennstedt's 
“Eroica.” I say “Tennstedt's” be- 
cause this performance imparted the 
deepest possible insight into Bee- 
thoven's incredible achievement, 
which revolutionized the symphony, 
and at the same time, Tennstedt's 
unmistakable personal statement, 
which never left any doubt about its 
intent. . 

The first movement assumed ma- 
jestic greatness. Arriving at the cli- 
max only at the end of the move- 
ment, Tennstedt spun one thread, 
drew one line, created one continu- 
ity. But it was not only heroic great-

ness that overwhelmed us; an im- 
mensely tragic undercurrent seemed 
to accompany us ali along the way. 
This undercurrent led us to the fu- 
neral march. which suddenly ex- 
pressed a terrible feeling of alone- 
ness. The movement was to have 
finalized and proclaimed the inev- 
itable. But Tennstedt reversed the 
irreversible. Promethean light, sym- 
bolizing the invincibility of man's 
spirit and spiritual heroism, gradual- 
ly turned the music of the last mo- 
vement into an overpowering, vic- 
torious finale.

DUESSELDORF (Reuter) -- Peter 
Shilton. a figure of reliability in the 
Engiand goal for nearly 20 years. is 
set to jain the select ranks of soccer 
“centurions” by earning his 100th 
cap in the vital European Champi- 
onship tie against the Netherlands 
today. 

Shilton. 2 professional footballer 
before some of his current col- 
leagues were old enough for nursery 
school. heads for his 39th birthday 
in September with every intention of 
adding to his tally, 

Three other Englishmen - Billy 
Wright (105 caps). Bobby Charlton 
(106) and Bobby Moore (1U8) - are 
among the 15 world players who 
have preceded the burly keeper into 
the 10i-club. and Shilton belteves he 
could surpass Moore's total. 

“Obviously I've gor to think it's a 
big possibility. I feel as fit and as 
good as ] have done over the last 
three or four years,” he said at the 
England team’s hotel on the eve of 
today’s vital game. 

“But I've always taken every 
game as it comes. ἔνε never looked 
too far ahead because anything can 
happen. like injuries. I'd like to 
think it a possibility, but I've never 
taken anything for granted.” 

Northern Ireland goalkeeper Pat 
Jennings. who bowed out after the 
1986 World Cup clash with Brazil on 
his 41st birthday. holds the all-time 
record with 119 interational ap- 
pearances. 

But Shilton. the second oldest 
player in this tournament after Dan- 
ish captain Morten Olsen. is loath to 
predict he can match that. “When 
you have 50 caps, you never think 
you're going to get 100. You never 
expect anything in football and 
you're never disappointed.” he said. 


He would have overtaken the re- 
cord already but for the competition 
over a decade of another exception- 
ally talented goalkeeper -- Ray Cle- 
mence of Liverpool and Tottenham, 
who was capped 61 times. 

Shilton made his English League de- 
but for Leicester City as a 17-year-old in 
1966, the year New England central de- 
fender Tony Adams was born. Groomed 
as successor to the great Gordon Banks, 
who helped England win the World Cup 
in 1966, Shilton followed his mentor at 
both Leicester and Stoke as well as in the 
aational team. 

He made his England debut in a 3-1 
victory over East Germany at Wembley 
in November 1970 in 2 team which still 
featured 1966 World Cup winners 
Moorc, Geoff Hurst, Alan Ball aad Mar- 
tin Peters. 


Since then he has kept “clean sheets” 
in over 50 internationals and twice 
helped Nottingham Forest capture the 
European Cup in 1-0 victories over Swe- 
den's Malmoe in 1979 and West Germa- 
oy’s Hamburg in 1980. 

Last November he notched his ? 000th 
competitive first-class match and earlier 
this year broke the English Footbal] 
League appearance record, overbauling 
the tally of 824 set by Terry Paine. 

After spells with Leicester. Stoke. 
Nottingham Forest and Southampton. 
Shilton signed a three-year contract with 
Derby County a year ago worth 2 report- 
ed £4,000 ($7,000) a week. 

England coach Bobby Robson has 
picked Shilton more than any other play- 
er since taking over the team in 1982. 

“He's been quite wonderful. He bas 
great stature and presence. He's a big- 
match player and has the temperament.” 
Robson said. Is Shilton the best? “Of 
course.” Robson says. “He's 38 naw and 
he's still there. He's been a world-class 
player for 10 years, maybe more, There's 
no-one better.”

Afek expresses cautious optimism 
about the Israeli contingent’s 
prospects 

In his Tel Aviv office, beside a 
poster showing Jewish medal win- 
ners of past Olympic Games. Afek. 
a genial man, discusses topics rang- 
ing from the problems which may 
arise in encounters with the Korean 
bureaucracy to the strong points of 
each Israeli athlete competing for a 
place in the team. 

Afek’s previous position as assis- 
tant of the chef de mission at the Los 
Angeles Olympics taught him that 
heading an Olympic team is no easy 
task. Compuring the month he will 
spend in Seoul to a hard month of 
Teserve duty, Afek emphasises the 
La circumstances applying to 

ες 1988 Olympics. 

For the first time in 12 years. the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union will face 
each other. With no fewer than 16] 
countries participating, the competi- 
tion is going tc be most intense 

The Israel Olympic Committee, 
im common with the Olympic com- 
mittees of most other small coun- 
tries, has adopted a policy of height- 
ened selectivity: onl, the top 
athletes will be sent to Seoul. and 
Afek estimates that the team will 
number approximately 15. 

He says that Israeli athletes must 
not only fulfil the Olympic qualifica- 
tions, but must also measure up ta 
standards that would place them in 
the first balf in each event. 


Five tennis plavers and four sail- 
Ors are among the most likely candi- 
dates. with Amos Mansdorf and Gi- 
lad Blum playing in the men's 
singles, Ilana Berger in the women’s 
singles. and Shahar Perkis and 
Shlomo Glickstein in the men's 
doubles. 

In the sailing races at Pusan, Yoel 
Sela and Eldad Amir seem almost 
certain to man the “Flying Dutch- 
man.” focus of many hopes. 

The brothers Tortan are expected 
to sail in the 470 class. 

Israel may also participate in 
swimming. marksmanship, gymnas- 
tics, wrestling, boxing and field and 
track. 

At the time of the interview Eyal 
Stiegman was competing in West 
Germany at the 100 metre breast- 
stroke. and Yehuda Ben-Haim and 
Ya'acov Shmuel were taking part in 
a boxing tournament in Poland. 

A few weeks before the start of 
the Seoul games, the Israel Olympic 
Committtee will publicize the re- 
cords and estimated chances of suc- 
cess of each of the athletes. Accord- 
ing to Afek, the boasting at the Los 
Angeles Olympics raised false hopes 
in Israel and hurt the country's pub- 
lic image. 

Afek believes that the athletes" 
success should not be measured only 
on the basis of their sporting results, 
but also in terms of their public rela- 
tions achievements on Israel's 
behalf. 

He says. “With 10.000 athletes in 
the Olympic village, the Israeli ath- 
letes ate very important representa- 
tives of our country.Don't forget 
that of these 10.0)M1.only around 400 
or 500 will end up with medals.” 


The absence of an embassy in Ko- 
rea makes this aspect of the mission 
all the more important. 

Afek says with a smile that, while 
in Los Angeles the team was almost 
overwhelmed by the hospitality of 
the Jewish community, in Seoul they 
will be on their own. 

A synagogue is being built in the 
Olympic Village and kosher airline 
food will be flown in. The athletes 
will be at liberty, however, to enjoy 
a wide choice of cuisine in the Olym- 
pic dining-room and will not be se- 
gragated from the rest of the sports 
community. 

The larger foreign teams will even 
bring their own chefs. 

All Jews will be welcome to eat 
the kosher food provided by the Is- 
raeli team. 

The subject of religion is a vety 
touchy one and Afek handles it 
noncommittally. 

In response to a question about 
Yom Kippur, he expresses his regret 
that the fencing tournament falls on 
the holiest day of the year. 

Yom Kippur and Memorial Day 
are the only times on which Israeli 
athletes may not compete if they are 
officially representing the state. As 
result, two fencers, Udi Carmi and 
Lydia Chatuel, have last their 
chance to test their skill in Seoul. 

“The Koreans have been very 
helpful in overcoming the difficul- 
ties posed by Yom Kippur, “says 
Afek. “They have enabled the gym- 
nast Revital Sharon to participate in 
the evening round, which is actually 
only for the specially gifted. They 
have also made sure that the Israeli 
tennis players will all compete on 
September 20, though the draw in-

cludes September 21 (Yom 
Kippur). 

One of the sailing races also falls 
on Yom Kippur. “Lf we are lucky, 
there will be a storm or a dead calm 
on that day,” jokes Afek. 

About the return of tennis to the 
Olympics, Afek says. “‘What we're 
seeing here is the beginning of a new 
trend. The bluff of amateurism is 
coming to an end. People are realiz- 
ing that there are almost no ama- 
teurs in world-class sports,but, so 
far, only the tennis authorities have 
openly admitted it. There is no 
change in the situation. only the pre- 
tence is gone with regard to tennis. 
In the future we can expect profes- 
sionals in all Olympic events." 

Danny Gelley, a tennis umpire. 
won't be marching with the Israeli 
team at the opening ceremony. No 
judges are allowed to join their na- 
tional teams in the march, and they 
are strictly forbidden to communi- 
cate with athletes. 

The exact composition of the 
group going ta Seoul will only be 
determined after decisions are made 
about the athletes on July 1. 

“No athiete will go without a coa- 
ch,” Afek says.*Gymnasts will have 
individual coaches, boxers may 
share one. But all this is still very 
much a matter of conjecture.” 


What about interpreters? Well, 
the Korean staff at the village will 
speak English. Afek takes out his 
calling card. On one side his name 
appears in English, on the other side 
the name is inscribed in the precise 
circles and lines of the Korean writ- 
ten language. Afek is clearly ready 
to go.

bad for the Israelis. And I am saying 
that we have to resist it through non- 
violent means — like Martin Luther 
King, like Gandhi.” 

Yet Awad also insisted that ‘‘ev- 
ery Palestinian supports the PLO — 
it's the only identity we have, it’s the 
only group we have that could really 
make peace with Israel]. 

But he condemned violent acts 
committed by the PLO. “ὋΣ 
course,” he quickly replied when 
asked whether he condemned such 
acts. 
Awad expressed optimism yester- 
day that Foreign Minister Peres 
might sanction his return to Jerusa- 
jem if Peres is elected prime minis- 
ter this fall. 

Speaking at a packed press con- 
ference sponsored by the National 
Conference of Churches, Awad said 
he has hope of being able to return 
“if there will be a change in the 
poltical situation (in Israel). Lf Peres 
will win... think 1 might appeal to 
Peres, and that he might let me in.” 

Awad, flanked by his wife Nancy 
Nye and lawyer Raja Shehadeh, ap- 
peared healthy, relaxed and in good 
spirits, despite his one month in 
prison and expulsion the night 
before. 


On the question of converting to 
Judaism, Awad said. “As a last (re- 
sort) 1 am willing to change my reli- 
gion te become a Jew to prove I 
want to go back ta Jerusalem.” 
Awad said that when he meets a 
rabbi to discuss conversion. “Ἔ will 
tell him frankly that it is not a belief 
that 1 am going to be ἃ Jew. It is my 
political statement that I make loud 
and clear. I am persecuted against 
because I am a Christian.

down the work force without any loss of service to the public. 
Money thus saved would be turned into laxger salaries for the 
remaining staffs. 

This is fine in theory. But so far there is no evidence that, 
under Mr. Nissim’s stewardship, the number of public sector 
employees has been cut down. In fact, since the onset of the 
economic stabilization programme the public sector had added 
13,000 employees to its already. inflated rolls which list 
430,000, an all-time record. The blame for this lies with both 
the Treasury and the Histadrut, for neither of them mustered 
the courage for agreement on a massive programme of redun- 
dancies. Now, with the Knesset election only a few months off, 
even a minor reduction in force is unthinkable. 


The result is often ludicrous. The wages paid, even to long- 
serving academics, are often so low, lower even than the legal 
minimum, that their recipients are legally entitled to “supple- 
mentary income.” But the better qualified and more highly 
dedicated civil servants, viewing this as an intolerable humulia- 
tion, quit and search for better-paying employment elsewhere. 
Their posts are then taken by less well-qualified persons, 
whnse output is such that their numbers must yet be increased. 


This vicious circle might conceivably be broken at some 
point, were it not for the pernicious system of linkage which 
assures that every concession to any deserving group of public 
sector employees is promptly claimed as of right by every other 
group, regardless of merit. But, again, the eve of a general 
election is hardly the time to expect radical changes in a time- 
hallowed system, no matter how badly it has served the nation. 

If Mr. Nissim can, nevertheless, hope to take a tough stand 
against demands for wage rises and not to knuckle under, 
despite the pressure of the approaching rational poll, that is 
because the present government, for all its impotence, has 
deprived the public sector employees of the all-out support 
they could normally expect from a large opposition party. In 
the circumstances, with the Histadrut having to protect its 
own interests as an employer, not least in Kupat Holim, the 
prospects of its serving as the tribune of the working class 
getting its members considerably higher wages, particularly in 
the public sector, are not especially pleasing. 

The one consolation for workers is that, if their gains were 
larger than they are likely to be, they would be inevitably 

iped out by retrenchment measures, including a devaluation 
and massive dismissals, after the election. . 


Partners in absurdity 


SWEETNESS-and-light has not always been the most charac- 
teristic feature of relations between Israel and the U.S. But 
there cannot have been many instances, during the past 40 
years, of Jerusalem and Washington getting on a collision 
course in a fit of absence of mind produced by sheer hot air.

THE ADDITIONAL burden on 
amy manpower, and especially on 
army reservists, created by the need 
to confront the six-month old Pales- 
tinian uprising has made the most 
recent application to the High Court 
of Justice against the wholesale ex- 
emptions from army service granted 
to yeshiva students more just and 
more urgent than ever. 

As opposed to similar, previous 
applications, which the court reject- 
ed as being unjusticiable, the High 
Court this time rejected a similar 
argument by the state, and found 
that the applicants — several officers 
in the army reserves ~ did have per- 
sonal standing in the case.
